In three races, early in the New York racing season, Nantallah estab. 
lished a reputation which carried through to the end of the year and 
a high rating on the Experimental. The son of *Nasrullah was rated 
nine pounds below the leader at — 


II7 pounds on Experimental H. 


His career at 2 saw him win his first start in :5934 —the fastest time 
of the year at Jamaica. Then in the Juvenile, run in the fastest time 
on record, he lost by a head and a neck to Polly’s Jet and Getthere 
Jack. His third start was in the National Stallion Stakes and again 
Polly’s Jet headed him at the finish but the race was run in the second 
fastest time in history. Nail was third. Nantallah slipped under the 
wire netting of his stable door at Aqueduct and ran away. He suffered 
an injury and did not race again as a 2-year-old. 


In 1956 Nantallah won his first start at Hialeah, six furlongs in 1:10%,. 
He won again at Hialeah in 1:104 and then finished out of the money 
for the only time in the Bahamas Handicap in a race in which he 
slipped and slid on a muddy track. In his final race he ran six fur. 
longs in 1:10. Tendon trouble terminated his career right when he 
was considered one of the top contenders for the Flamingo Stakes.

Mrs. Bay and Murrow 


Mrs. Charles Ulrick Bay, president and 
chairman of the board of A. M. Kidder 
and Company and owner of Idun, was 
visited by Edward R. Murrow’s Person-to- 
Person television show last week. For 
those who missed the show some of the 
questions and answers are given below. 

Murrow: How did you happen to decide 
to continue your husband’s business _in- 
terests? Did you have any extensive train- 
ing for business? 

Mrs. Bay: I decided to try to continue 
my husband’s business because he was so 
very interested in it, and also because I 
had developed a fascination of my own. 
During the 744 years when we lived in 
Norway (Mr. Bay was ambassador to 
Norway from 1946 until 1953), there was 
no one else he could talk with about busi- 
ness. He often would do his thinking 
about a business proposition out loud, and 
then ask me to take the opposite stand. 
At first I used to say that I didn’t know 
any questions to ask, but he would tell 
me to question anything he said. I learned 
how he thought and also a great deal 
about the brokerage business. 

Murrow: I know that your racing stable 
had a very good year in 1957. Where is 
your stable racing now? 

Mrs. Bay: Oh, yes, that’s one of my 
greatest interests. If you will come into 
the study with me, I would like to show 
you some of my racing trophies. Actually, 
the stable isn’t racing anywhere right now.

Bill Winfrey and Dancers 


Los Ancetes. Bill Winfrey claimed 
Dini, a bay filly of 1936, by John P. 
Grier—Quivira, by Display, in the fall of 
1938 from Andrew Schuttinger. 

“I think she’d won one race,” Bill 
said the other day. “She was a $2,000 
horse, with a bad knee. I ran her once 
that fall, fired her, and the knee never 
bothered her again. 

“Dini was rather small and very nerv- 
ous before a race. She’d stand in the 
paddock, head down and water literally 
running off her. I’ve seen her with studs 
on either side, completely overshadowing 
the smaller mare, until they got on the 
track. There she’d give them weight and 
beat them. 

“She was consistent, too. I believe she 
won 6 in a row one year, then did the 
same thing again the next. I never tried 
her at a distance but once. She ran one 
and a sixteenth at Empire City, bolted at 
the sixteenth-pole, and still won. 

“Dini was unlucky in that she never 
came up to a stakes just right, and so 
she never won one. She beat stakes win- 
ners, though, good ones such as Little 
Risk, and took her share of features and 
headlines in racing publications. In looks, 
she was ordinary, a little horse with a 
wide rump.” 

This smallish, ordinary-looking mare 
racked up 22 victories in racing from 2 
through 7, earning $32,025 as well as the 
admiration of many horsemen. Alfred 
Vanderbilt used to stop now and then to 
look Dini over in the paddock when she 
was getting ready to run. These visits 
strengthened the acquaintanceship of the 
2 men and unquestionably played a part 
in Bill being offered his present post in 
1949, 


Dedication 


In 1943 when Uncle Sam was beckon- 
ing to all able-bodied young men, Bill 
sold Dini as a broodmare to his sister 
Mrs. Eddie Burke, then enlisted in the 
Marine Corps. 


Dini produced 6 winning foals, and 
when she died Mr. and Mrs. Burke want- 
ed some quiet way to mark the memory 
of the courageous mare. Her good-look- 
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type. She and a filly out of Plucky Maid were the first by Native Dancer to 
reach the trainer at Santa Anita Park. Her name is Sit This Out. 


The bigger of the 2 fillies is out of Plucky Maid, by Ariel, and Winfrey said 
she seemed to be the kind which would stay over a distance. Her coloring most 
resembles Native Dancer’s when he was her age. Her name is Dance All Night. 


Bill Winfrey described his Native Dancer—Sitting Duck filly as a short, blocky 


ing *Princequillo foal of 1952 had not 
been named, so here was an opportunity: 
they would dedicate themselves to giving 
the colt every chance. 

Hence the name Dedicate. The colt 
was never too lucky, but Mrs. Burke’s 
father Carey Winfrey applied a halt-cen- 
tury of experience to keep him running 
and improving. The reward was high 
weight in each race he ran in 1957 and 
selection as best horse of the year in the 
handicap division. He’s at Claiborne 
Farm now, with a full book of mares for 
1958. 

Bill Winfrey’s quick memory for even 
minute details concerning Dini was a 
tribute in itself. It was more like he was 
discussing one of the horses on the walk- 
ing ring at Barn 5 than one he’d claimed 
nearly 20 years ago, when he was only 
22 years old. 


The Big Gray’s Fillies 


Another horse which has been a large 
factor in Bill’s career, of course, is Nat- 
tive Dancer. The first of the gray’s get 
to reach Bill at the track were 2 fillies, 
one out of Plucky Maid, by Ariel, and 
the other from the Devil Diver mare Sit- 
ting Duck. Because of slight coughing, 
neither had been breezed before arriving 
at Santa Anita on December 9. 

Watching them on the walking ring a 
few days after the trip from Sagamore 
Farm, Bill responded readily to a sug- 
gestion that he sum up his impressions. 
Of Plucky Maid’s filly, the larger of the 
2, he said, “She’s real nice-looking, and 
her coloring resembles that of Native 
Dancer at the same age. She looks like 
she'll be of good size without being too 
big or gross in any way. She’s nicely pro- 
portioned, with lovely hindquarters, and 
she’s deep through the heart. The legs 
set under her and she stands on them 
well, with the hind leg good and straight. 
Her head is good, the expression alert. 
She’s got a good shoulder and appears 
to have good bone. I’d say she looks 
like she'll stay sound. 

“The Sitting Duck filly is the quicker 
kind, with a touch of roan to her color- 
ing. She’s short and blocky, more of the 
sprinter type, and also appears the sort 
that'll stay sound. I believe she'll grow 
to a nice size. She has large hindquarters. 
a big breast, and well turned ankles, not 
at all large. She has a wonderful leg and 
a beautiful head, with a good, big jowl. 

“Both fillies have good-sized feet and 
pasterns with a nice slope, not too short. 
It looks as if the Plucky Maid filly may 
be the first stayer. 

“I’m glad to have them both.” 

Another filly and 2 colts from Native 
Dancer’s first crop were still at Saga 
more Farm. 

When asked how he got started with

FLORIDA 


The Calumeteers 


Miami. Jimmy Jones, trainer for Calu- 
met Farm, is a hard man to catch these 
days. Jimmy is still the pleasant, co- 
operative fellow he always has been, but 
it takes 2 hours to get in 10 minutes of 
conversation with him. With 28 Calumet 
horses stabled at Barn AA at Hialeah 
Park and 20 more at Tropical Park, 
Jimmy is hard pressed. 

A year ago Jimmy was asked to com- 
pare 3-year-olds Iron Liege and Gen. 
Duke. This year it was Tim Tam and 
Kentucky Pride. 

Tim Tam, a dark bay colt by Tom 
Fool—Two Lea, by Bull Lea, made one 
start before being shipped to Florida. In 
a maiden race at Garden State October 
18 the colt broke last, raced greenly, and 
finished fourth, making up ground. 

There was nothing green about Tim 
Tam at Hialeah. He won his first start, 
on opening day, by 234 lengths under a 
tight hold by Bill Hartack. Five days 
later he won again, and once again he 
was under stout restraint, though the 
margin was only half a length. 

Kentucky Pride, by Bull Lea—Blue 
Delight, by Blue Larkspur, has been out 
3 times—twice in Chicago and once at 
Hialeah—and he has won by 5, 6, and 8 
lengths. The only apparent reason for 
Tim Tam’s shorter winning margins is 
that he can be rated. Kentucky Pride 
runs against the bit. [On January 28 
Kentucky Pride won again, and Tim Tam 


was third behind Yemen. ] 
Wind and Worries 


Most observers raate Tim Tam and 
Kentucky Pride on a par with Gen. Duke 
and Iron Liege, but Jones does not agree. 

“Right now I’ve got to say they don’t 
have as much ability as the other 2,” 
he said. “Of course, you’ve got to con- 
sider that Gen. Duke and Iron Liege had 
alot more experience at this stage a

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year ago. They may develop, though. 
Trouble is, they're not as sound and rug- 
ged. I hope [ll be able to keep them to- 
gether.” 

Since Kentucky Pride has had a bit of 
trouble with his wind, it was assumed that 
Tim Tam was the stronger of the 2, but 
again Jones did not agree. 

“Kentucky Pride’s winded some, but 
its nothing serious.” He paused. “I 
shouldn’t say that, exactly. Everything’s 
serious with a good horse. A wart is seri- 
ous. 

“T’m more worried about other things 
with Kentucky Pride than being winded. 
He’s got a lot of ability; you’ve got to 
give him a good chance to go on.” 

What other things? 

“General soundness,” Jimmy answered. 

Jimmy didn’t consider Tim Tam any 
more rugged than Kentucky Pride. 
“They've both got problems; I’ve got a 
few more with Kentucky Pride, is all.” 

Are these the best 3-year-olds in the 
barn? 

“I’m not completely sure,” he said.

“There are 2 others who don’t have any 
experience. ve got to get busy with 
Temple Hill and Seventy Six and get a 
line on them.” 

Temple Hill, by Citation—Near Miss, 
by Chance Shot, in one race at Tropical 
Park closed well to get third, beaten 214 
lengths. He was ridden fairly hard. 
Seventy-Six, by Bull Lea—Mar-Kell, by 
*Blenheim II, raced twice at Tropical, 
running tenth in his first start and seventh 
in the other. 


Bardstown, Gen. Duke, Iron Liege 


Jones is having trouble getting Bards- 
town back to the races. The gelding’s 
ankles keep filling, for no plausible rea- 
son. 

“I’m at the point where I’m experi- 
menting with him,” Jimmy said. “He’s 
training, but. . . .” 

“In the Number 1 stall in Barn AA is 
Gen. Duke, 3 weeks off the farm and re- 
covering slowly from a fracture in the 
left fore foot. He has not grown appre- 
ciably, but looks magnificent, his coat 
shining. The break appears to be healed, 
but Jones is going very slowly with him. 

“He’s doing very good, but I haven’t 
asked him for anything yet; he’s just 
galloping. You never know until you put 
him to pressure. They all look good when 


presented a trophy to Mr. and Mrs. J. A. Price, owners of Stay Smoochie, after 
the Jasmine Stakes on January 22. Jockey Walter Blum rode the winner. 
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they don’t have to do anything—like a 
boxer shadow-boxing.” It probably will 
be mid-summer before Gen. Duke will re- 
turn to action. 

Iron Liege, Jones’ Kentucky Derby 
winner, ran second in the Royal Poinciana 
Handicap opening day at Hialeah, beaten 
three-quarters of a length by Encore. 
Jones worked him Thursday morning for 
the $25,000-added Royal Palm Handicap 
to be run 2 days later, on January 25. 

Iron Liege returned from his work (5 
furlongs in 1:02) puffing heavily. Jones 
just grinned. “This one will start puffing 
if somebody throws his hat down on the 
track. Doesn’t mean a thing. He’s coming 
along pretty good, looks fine. We'll see 
how good he is Saturday.” 


Smooth Smoochie 


Calumet’s A Glitter failed in the Jas- 
mine Stakes January 22, finishing eighth 
to Stay Smoochie. The 3-year-old daughter 
of *Khaled—A Gleam, by *Blenheim II. 
last year won her first 3 races impres- 
sively, but in the Selima Stakes, and 
again in the Jasmine, she went out on 
the stretch turn and was far behind the 
winner. Jones doesn’t know why she ran 
out, 

“She trains good in the morning; then 
she pulls that business in her race. All I 
can do is try to train her out of it. She’s 
a real nice filly.” 

Stay Smoochie, winning her second race 
in 2 starts this winter, came from seventh 
under a fine ride by Walter Blum and 
ran down Fall Wind for a length victory 
in the Jasmine. Fall Wind was second by 
134 lengths over Gay Citation, which 
closed strongly. Craftiness came from far 
out of it to be fourth. 


Mud Makes a King 


Iron Liege disappointed Jones again 
in the Royal Palm, losing decisively to 
Kingmaker and barely saving the place 
from Oh Johnny. Manuel Giberga’s lightly 
regarded *Juamario was only a_half- 
length off Iron Liege and Oh Johnny and 
would have run by them had he had more 
distance. 

Kingmaker, ridden perfectly by Bob 
Ussery, broke on top from the No. 1 post 
and promptly was engaged by Iron Liege 
and Bill Hartack. He opened a length on 
the club house turn, and Hartack put 
pressure on Iron Liege. Mid-way in the 
backstretch Iron Liege drew even, but 
Ussery let Kingmaker loose and went 
back on top, by 3 lengths. 

Kingmaker went on to a 234-length 
triumph, running the 11% miles in 1:5215 
on a slow track. Oh Johnny, racing for 
the first time this year, got to Iron Liege 
early in the stretch but hung in the drive. 
Iron Liege, the 7-10 choice, carried 124 
pounds to Kingmaker’s 116. 

Kingmaker is a 5-year-old chestnut geld- 
ing by *Princequillo—Raise You, by 
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CortRIGHT WETHERILL 
Owner of Kingmaker. 


Case Ace. His trainer, Frank Wright, an- 
nounced that he would skip the McLen- 
nan with Kingmaker and point for the 
Widener, for which he has been assigned 
only 113 pounds. Wright said that the 
soft going helped Kingmaker consider- 
ably. A hard track stings his sensitive 
feet. 


Infirmities 


The way injuries are cutting down the 
“big” horses at Hialeah, Kingmaker may 
be an important factor in the Widener. 

*Gallant Man was declared from the 
$100.000 race by trainer Johnny Nerud 
on January 22. Nerud said the colt had 
not recovered as quickly as expected from 
a bruised foot. He said that *Gallant Man 
would run before the Hialeah meeting 
closed, if only in an overnight sprint. 

Two days after Nerud’s announcement, 
Jim Fitzsimmons revealed that Bold Ruler 
had popped a splint and would not run 
in either the Palm Beach Handicap Jjan- 
uary 29 or the McLennan on February 8. 
Soreness developed in the colt’s left hind 
leg after a workout January 24. Fitzsim- 
mons said he hoped Bold Ruler would be 
ready for the Widener, however.

CALIFORNIA 
"Get Out .. . Running" 


Los ANGELEs. The night before the 
running of the Santa Anita Maturity, the 
weatherman caused Mr. and Mrs. Travis 
Kerr many anxious moments. A drizzle, 
the first of the year, began to dampen 
southern California, and the forecast was 
for an inch or more of rain during the 
night. 


After the last race on Friday the track 
was rolled and sealed in anticipation 9 
the downpour. But the storm never de 
veloped; only .10 of an inch of rain fell, 
and the next morning the seal was broken 
by harrows and Santa Anita’s new je 
drier was wheeled out to “wring oy” 
what little moisture had soaked into the 
track. 

So, instead of a muddy track, which 
Round Table does not like, the racing 
strip was fast for the 11th running of the 
Maturity. Actually, it was a little “dead; 
about mid-way between fast and good. But 
it had a firm bottom, and that was al] 
that mattered to Round Table. 


Shortly before the horses entered the 
paddock for the Maturity, it began driz 
zling again. But this time, the Kerrs did 
not care. It was too late now to change 
the track, and they knew Round Table 
would like the going. 

The crowd, 46,000 despite the inclement 
weather, backed Round Table down to 
1-5. Bill Harmatz, substituting in the sad. 
dle for Bill Shoemaker, who had _ been 
suspended for a minor foul earlier in the 
week, had instructions from trainer Bill 
Molter to “get out of the gate running, 
and set the pace if it doesn’t take too 
much out of Round Table.” It didn’t, 


Round Table had a lead of one length 
as he went by the wire the first time. At 
the head of the backstretch, he was 3 on 
top, and still running easily. Promised 
Land, fifth at the time, began moving up 
slowly on the outside, getting into range 
for what trainer Hirsch Jacobs hoped— 
and almost everyone expected—would be 
a torrid stretch duel between the slight 
gray son of Palestinian and Round Table. 

At the half-mile pole, Round Table 
received his only challenge of the race, 
but it came from Neil McCarthy’s *Sea- 
neen, not Promised Land. The Irish-bred 
colt, moving up determinedly as_ they 
swung into the far turn, closed the gap 
to 2 lengths, and then to a length and a 
half. 

At that point, mid-way around the far 
turn, Harmatz decided it was time to let 
Round Table out. He let out a_ notch, 
and Round Table took off again, stretch- 
ing out to another 3-length lead with 
ease. Harmatz had shaken his whip at 
Round Table, and that was all. Inside 
the last furlong-marker, he stole a glance 
over his right shoulder, and saw nothing 
menacing. With so much at stake, Har- 
matz decided to check the rail, too; he 
glanced over his left shoulder, and mo- 
mentarily it seemed that Harmatz might 
lose his balance. It was probably the 
closest Round Table came to losing the 
race. 

The next moment, Harmatz was secure 
and confident again, and Round Table 
galloped under the wire with 41% lengths 
to spare. *Seaneen was second, three- 
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quarters of a length ahead of Promised 
Land, whose stretch bid was never a men- 
ace. The Searcher was fourth, with 
Special Look fifth and Roscoe Maney 
sixth. Doshay. which had won only one 
race in his career—and that a $5,000 
claimer—was a noon scratch after coming 
up with a slight quarter crack on the 
morning of the Maturity. 

Molter said that Round Table’s next 
race would be either the San Antonio or 
the Washington’s Birthday Handicap, and 
then, of course, he'll go in the Santa Anita 
Handicap. 

After that, Kerr told reporters, Round 
Table might skip the San Juan Capis- 
trano Handicap, and fly to Florida for 
the Gulfstream Park Handicap. There is 
only a chance of this, Kerr said; Round 
Table more than likely will remain in 
California until the Hollywood Park 
meeting closes, and then will invade Chi- 
cago, as he did last summer. 

Kerr was asked if he would like to 
meet Bold Ruler and *Gallant Man again, 
this time on a fast track. 

“I sure would,” he said without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation. This may be the chief 
reason for another campaign across the 
Rockies, 

The best quote after the race came from 
jockey Manuel Yeaza, of Panama, who 
tode The Searcher to fourth place in the 
Maturity: “He no have it.”

edged in the introduction, the record-size 
72-page report “is concerned largely with 
the controversies and litigation of the 
(Michigan) racing industry.” 

Inglis served notice that there was more 
to come when he strongly advocated 
adoption of a 35 per cent admissions tax 
and a controversial rewrite of the state 
racing law. On both matters he lost out 
a year ago in the Michigan legislature, 
with all 6 racing associations lined up 
against him. 

On 2 other matters Inglis conceded de- 
feat. and he complained bitterly that the 
tracks had taken advantage of him in 
disputes over a new post-time rule and on 
an order eliminating all passes. 

Although small declines in betting and 
attendance were registered at both Thor- 
oughbred tracks, the Detroit Race Course 
and Hazel Park, gate revenues were up 
because of the tight gate policy. 

“The total admissions revenue for all 
associations (Thoroughbred and harness) 
increased from $1,175,633 in 1956 to 
$1,600,819 in 1957, an increase of 36.2 
per cent, in spite of an over-all 5.2 per 
cent drop in total attendance,” Inglis 
reported. 

“Since the new gate policy probably 
does have some adverse effect on the pari- 
mutuel tax receipts and since the racing 
associations have presented no evidence 
that they needed this additional gate rev- 
enue.” Inglis proposed to take nearly all 
of the extra money away from the tracks 
through his admissions tax. 

If such a tax had been imposed in 1956, 
the commissioner said, the State of Michi- 
gan would have received $390,484 more 
in racing revenue. As it was, the state 
received a record $7,535,106 from racing, 
or $800 more than in 1956. 

“The only reason the state was able to 
come out slightly ahead in tax collec- 
tions,” Inglis stated, “was due to 6 addi- 


tional days of Thoroughbred racing and 
an increase of 5 days of Detroit-area har- 
ness racing.” 

Inglis’ 1958 date schedule took 4 days 
from the Thoroughbred tracks and 2 from 
Detroit-area harness plants. 

“The controversies and litigation .. . 
are of direct concern to the racing com- 
mission, and I have tried to discuss them 
completely and frankly, [but] I think an 
over-all view would necessarily include 
many positive and constructive values in 
racing,” Inglis said. 

Among these values are “the enjoy- 
ment of the sport by thousands of citi- 
zens, the tremendous tax contribution of 
legalized pari-mutuel wagering, the value 
of racing as a major tourist attraction, 
the role of racing in the agricultural econ- 
omy of Michigan and the employment 
opportunities in racing. 


“It will always be an objective of the 
state government, through its racing com- 
mission, to encourage and_ strengthen 
these features of the sport.”

ILLINOIS 


More Races, Less Handle 


Cuicaco. The State of Illinois received 
$14.827.867 in revenue from horse racing 
in 1957, according to an annual report 
submitted to Gov. William Stratton by the 
Illinois Racing Board. This was a decrease 
of $123.461 from 1956. 

One intriguing figure is the amount 
that annually reverts to the state because 
of uncashed mutuel tickets. The 1957 
total was $117.415. Since 1944 the state 
has taken $1,261,087 in uncashed tickets. 
Happily. the money is diverted to a good 
cause: The Illinois Veterans Rehabilita- 
tion Fund. 

Illinois gets 6 per cent of the money bet 
at Chicago tracks (the arrangement is 
different at the down-state tracks, Cahokia 
Downs and Fairmount Park), plus one- 
half of the breakage to the dime. Chicago 
tracks pay a daily license fee of $2,500. 

Of the money collected by the state, 
$9.784,.269 was allocated to retire bonds 
for the so-called soldiers’ bonus paid out 
after World War II. The Agricultural 
Premium Fund (to provide prizes at vari- 
ous fairs) got $1,906,714, and so does the 
Fair and Exposition Fund (for physical 
improvements). The Fund for Illinois 
Thoroughbreds, a new _ project, got 
$116,995. 

Since 1941 revenue to the state from 
Thoroughbred racing has totaled $151,- 
918,634. 

The sum of $213,844,665 was wagered 
during 1957, and total attendance was 
2,802,222. The handle was only $73,444 
under the peak year of 1956, but approxi- 
mately 50 more races were run at Chicago 


tracks in 1957—special races to raise 
money for future Illinois-bred events. 

A record high of $8,742,760 was distrib- 
uted in stakes and purses. E. Gay Drake’s 
Swoon’s Son again was the leading money- 
winning horse with $204,775. Hasty House 
Farms (Mr. and Mrs. Allie Reuben) was 
the top money-winning owner’ with 
$245,517. 

William J. Schmidt of suburban North- 
brook saddled the most winners, 48, and 
Clarence Meaux, performing mostly down- 
state, was the leading rider with 170 vic- 
tories. 

The largest single-day attendance was 
33.487 on Labor Day at Washington Park. 
Arlington Park had the biggest day at 
the pari-mutuels—$2,461,285 on July 27— 
and the largest single race handle, $358,- 
452 on the Arlington Handicap. 

The largest daily-double pay-off was 
$1.579 for the combination of My Carrie 
and Eli J. during the Balmoral meeting. 
Longest-priced winner Alishera, 
$208.40, at Hawthorne.

Disdainful was sec- 
ond all the way. 

Ralph Neves, substituting for Eddie Arcaro, who 
had been grounded by a bruised leg, said after 
the race that “this is a real good colt;” it had 
been a “pleasure” to ride him. 

“He broke straight. He was a little rank in the 
early part, !-ut after that he settled down and ran 
his own race. When he moved away en the turn 
like that it was all his own doing. I had a good 
hold on him.” 

Old Pueblo had been a little worrisome before. 
Arcaro had had to shake him up in the Starlet 
and again in the Del Mar Futurity. In the Cali- 
fornia Breeders’ Trial Stakes, on December 28, he 
had “come unbuckled” in the stretch, and Arcaro 
had had to whale him to stand off Times Ace 
and Strong Bay: but the Breeders’ Trial was his 
first attempt at 7 furlongs and his first race in 
3% months. 

Old Pueblo is from one of the 2 California 
crops of *Windy City II, which now stands at 
Crown Crest Farm, Lexington. He was sold for 
$11,500 in the 1956 Del Mar sales to J. Rukin 
Jelks, whose only previcus purchase of a yearling 
for Thoroughbred racing was Miss Todd. After 
Old Pueblo’s success in the Cabrillo Stakes, Jelks 
sold a_half-interest in him to Atholl McBean, 
father of the breeder, Peter McBean. 

The colt now is being pointed for the 1%- 
mile Santa Anita Derby, in which he will face 
several of the horses he has been beating since 
“his debut last January. Jelks, who has sold out 


his ranch holdings in Arzona to be closer to Old 
Pueblo and the California tracks, said he was 
confident his colt would go on. And Arcaro, with 
only a slight reservation concerning Old Pueblo’s 
ability to handle more than 7 furlengs, told a 
California writer last week that Old Pueblo was 
“about as good a colt as there is in the nation.”

the horses, Bill reached back to the be- 
ginning of his father’s career. 

“Pop started in a livery stable owned 
in Texas by J. W. Fuller in 1905, and 
the next year went to the track with 
horses Mr. Fuller raced. One of them, 
Tokalon, won the Brooklyn in 1906. 
Eventually Pop began racing his own 
horses, usually from 7 to 10, and also 
trained some for others. 


Licensed at 16 


“IT wanted to be a jockey and rode a 
little in 1932, lasting just about 6 months. 
I wasn’t much good and weight finally 
stopped me. In the fall I got my license 
as a trainer and took one of Pop’s horses 
named Negopoli to Maryland to race. 
I also galloped horses for Pop for a 
couple of years. (Bill was 16 when he 
got his trainer’s license.) 

“In 1935 I went into the betting ring. 
working for Eddie Burke, and_ stayed 
there until the fall of 1937, when I went 
back to training. Pop gave me 3 of his 
horses to train, and W. H. Berri also 
turned some over to me. Then I claimed 
Dini in the fall of 1938. 

“At Jamaica in the spring of 1939 I had 
4 of my own, including Dini, Fogoso. 
Early Settler, and One Jest, the last one 
claimed from Ben Jones. I raced these 
all year and did pretty good. 

“Cleve Putnam gave me some horses 
in 1940 and I took over the training of 
Mrs. Alice F. Sherman’s horses when 
Selby Burch, the brother of Preston. 
died. I also trained for the Circle M 
Ranch of Mrs. E. S. Moore before going 
into the military service.” 

Bill did duty in the South Pacific, was 
discharged from the Marine Corps in 
1946 with some money saved in War 
Bonds. But he quickly discovered that 
horses had about tripled in value during 
the war. 

“T claimed a couple, but didn’t do too 
well with them, and in the fall became 
trainer for Royce Martin’s Woodvale 
Farm. We wintered in Kentucky that year 
and I remember it was a cold one. 

“T trained for Woodvale a year, then 
opened a public stable, having horses of 
the Havahome Stable of Joseph Rabino- 
vich as well as for John Morris and Wal- 
ter S. Horn, among others. 

“In Florida in 1949 Mr. Vanderbilt 
asked me to take over his horses, and I 
began training them in March. Loser 
Weeper was 4 then, Stone Age 3, and Bed 
of Roses and Next Move both 2-year-olds.”

Bill agreed that there was little to

“Crash Dive has been plagued with 
foot trouble; he keeps coming up with 
quarter cracks. I know some horsemen 
use short cuts successfully for this trouble, 
but I still cut the quarter crack out and 
let a new hoof grow. which takes about 
7 months. I think we’ve done that 3 times 
with Crash Dive and now his fore feet 
don’t even match. One is inclined to be 
long, the other wide. 

“But he could run when his feet were 
all right. At 4, he won the Aqueduct 
Handicap with 121 pounds and then we 
sent him after the $50.000 Rhode Island 
Special at 10 furlongs. He’d have won 
it, too, if only we'd had a little more con- 
fidence in him. But Crash Dive had never 
been more than a mile and a sixteenth, 
so we sent Social Outcast along for in- 
surance. Crash Dive was second. beating 
everything but Social Outcast.” 


Social Outcast, Find 


Bill turned to look at Crash Dive, sun- 
ning himself in the ring in front of the 
barn. “He’s got as much class as you 


could want in a horse, and look ai that 
head. It’s really nice. He was no Native 
Dancer, but if he’d stayed sound he'd 
possibly have been as good as Find, 
maybe better. He’s over the hill now, of 
course, but still useful in allowance or 
high-price claiming races.” 

Social Outcast was near a race at Holly. 
wood Park last summer when a slight 
back injury delayed his appearance. At 
Del Mar a severe injury in his hind. 
quarters forced his permanent retirement, 

Find, after his 1957 eastern campaign, 
was kept in training at Sagamore, then 
shipped to Santa Anita. He got off the 
train December 9 eager to run, was gal- 
loped twice and then breezed December 
13 and 15, preparing for the San Carlos 
Handicap. which he had won in 1954, 

“He looks as good as I’ve ever seen 
him and, more important, acts the same 
way,” Bill said. “Maybe his eagerness 
to run is partly due to missing racing at 
2 and 5.” 

Asked to compare Social Outcast and 
Find, Bill replied, “Find is good-sized, 
about 16 hands, what you might call a 
little big horse. He’s a middle-distance 
runner, only wanting to go a mile and 
an eighth, although he won Hollywood 
Park’s Sunset Handicap at a mile and 
five-eighths when it was run just right 
for him and Ralph Neves rode him per-

fectly. He’s never won at a mile and a 
quarter, though. 

“Social Outcast is slightly smaller and 
a little better horse, I believe. Certainly 
he was a better stayer. Old Sosh could 
stay all day, and the farther the race the 
better he liked it. At a mile and a quarter. 
I believe he could have given Find 6 or 8 
pounds, but he wasn’t as consistent as 
Find. On the other hand, Social Outcast 
was hickory on the money, while Find 
may wilt a little. He can’t help it. 

“Find will force the pace, the harder 
way to run. Social Outcast had no early 
speed. He was just getting warmed up 
during the first half-mile. Like Find, So- 
cial Outcast was an excellent shipper.” 


The Dancer’s Temperament 


Television made Native Dancer one of 
the best-known horses ever to live, and 
his racing record was just a head short of 
being perfect. with valid excuses for the 
lone defeat in 22 starts. Bill believes the 
mighty gray is under-rated by many. He 
explained it like this: 

“Tt all hinges on Native Dancer’s pen- 
chant for wanting to stay with a horse 
rather than draw out by himself. This was 
even true in his training. Occasionally, as 
in the Arlington Classic, he’d gather so 
much momentum in running from well 
back that the impetus would carry him 


to a decisive win, but that was the ex. 
ception. 

“You can check the film and see how, 
in the Metropolitan, when he only caught 
Straight Face near the wire, he was al. 
ready pricking his ears at the finish. For 
most of his racing career, Straight Face 
was hampered by a bad knee, you know, 
but when he was okay, in my opinion, 
there were days when I[ don’t believe Tom 
Fool could have handled him, and he 
was good for the Metropolitan. Look at 
his races just before and after that one. 

“T think that if Eric (Guerin) had had 
any idea of that quick move Ted (Atkin. 
son) was going to make curving for the 
run to the wire he’d have had Native 
Dancer nearer the pace, but it caught him 
by surprise, and, as I said, Straight Face 
was good that day. 

“In the Dwyer Native Dancer was right 
on the pace, eased to the front by a couple 
of lengths, then stuck his toes in, so that 
some said it wasn’t a good race. But a 
horse like Native Dancer will never look 
good against horses several notches below 
his quality. 

“The Preakness—Native Dancer got in 
front and hesitated. In the Belmont, he 
went to the front and again stayed with 
Jamie K. If his race in the Belmont was 
the best effort he was capable of, then 
people are right in thinking Native Dan-

He is a son of the 5-time leading American 
sire Bull Lea and is out of *Hydroplane II, 
by Hyperion, six-time leading British sire. 
He is, of course, full brother to CITATION 
and to the stakes-winner sire Unbelievable. 
St. Crispin’s first five dams produced 25 
stakes winners, themselves, not counting 
the scores from their daughters, etc.

(Doncaster Cup, 2nd St. Leger, leading sire 
in Argentina), Crevasse (Liverpool Cup), 
etc. 


GLACIER was half-sister to the 1,000 Gui- 
neas winner Canyon, 2,000 Guineas winner 
Colorado, Eclipse winner Caerleon, and 
other excellent stakes producers. The next 
dam GLASALT, by the leading sire Isin- 
glass, was a top stakes winner and dam of 
seven stakes winners. The next two dams— 
BROAD CORRIE and CORRIE ROY — 
were also exceptional stakes winners and 
dams of stakes winners. Four of *Hydro- 
plane II’s first five dams were excellent 
stakes winners.

cer was not as good as we considered 
him. But I still think it was merely that 
trait of his which kept him from drawing 
out decisively that day and on other oc- 
casions. He was satisfied only to win, but 
he did want always to be in front at the 
finish. The Kentucky Derby was lost in 
a different way, of course.” 


The Pattern 


Wasn't it in one way a relief to have 
Native Dancer retired to the stud and to 
be relieved of all the pressure and anx- 
iety? His quick glance said plainly he 
was ready to be worried in that way 52 
weeks of every year. “I just took all 
precautions about everything possible, 
then went ahead training him,” he said. 
“He could run all distances equally well 
and was the fastest-breaking horse I’ve 
ever seen. From the first, though, we 
taught him to rate. I suppose all that 
talk about the Polynesian blood affected 
our thinking about stamina to some ex- 
tent, despite the evidence to the contrary 
we had in the horse himself. 

“But I always liked to see him fairly 
well back when he started his move, so 
he would be carried clear by his rush 
when taking the lead. The trouble was, 
he usually was so near the pace a big 
move wasn’t necessary, and he’d ease up 
and keep the margin close. Winning that 
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way is not so impressive as victories by 
a horse which will go on and draw out. 
Citation, for example. would draw clear 
after getting the lead. Native Dancer 
rarely would. 

“IT was satisfied to win, so I didn’t 
change the training pattern we started 
out with. Maybe if we’d lost one, besides 
the Derby. I would have. I might have 
tried blinkers, although I don’t know. He 
never did wear them, you know.” 

The Dancer also had his share of foot 
trouble. After the American Derby he 
cooled out well but next day the left 
fore foot was tender. 

“We'd trim a little, let the foot grow 
and trim some more, until the foot was all 
right again,” Bill said. “The next year it 
was the other fore foot, and we couldn’t 
find any bruised spot as we did on the 
left one. He was walking all right a couple 
of days after his retirement was an- 
nounced, but we decided not to alter 
plans. His feet have never bothered him 
since.” 


The Other Horses 


Native Dancer has an unraced sister at 
Santa Anita named Mysterious East, a 3- 
year-old of 1958. “She got hurt above 
the knee in a paddock accident as a wean- 
ling, and we've given her plenty of time 


to recover. She looks all right, but we'll 
have to wait and see whether the muscle 
which was injured will hinder her run- 
ning.” 

Another likely prospect is the unraced 
3-year-old chestnut colt Treasure Hunt, 
by Discovery—Now What, thus a half: 
brother to Next Move. A lot of little things 
have delayed him, but he’s training nicely 
now. 

“Notice his head,” Mac said. “He looks 
like his daddy, and he might be a pretty 
nice horse.” 

Claude (Apples) Appley, who started 
working for Vanderbilt 22 years ago, 
when he was only 14, works Treasure 
Hunt and also thinks he’s a good pros 
pect. (“He won’t take back off any: 
thing.”) He used to exercise Next Move, 
and still works Find. 

Try Hard, a 3-year-old filly of 1958, by 
*Endeavour II out of the Sweeplike mare 
Irisen, is big, good-looking, and can run. 
Irisen was brought out with the Decem- 
ber shipment of horsés to be returned to 
*Endeavour II, now standing at Rancho 
Llangollen near Los Angeles.

Occasionally, thundering across the finish line, two 
horses will have completed such a race it will con- 
tinue to be remembered for years to come... 
such was the finish of the 1953 Suburban Handicap 
between *Royal Vale and Tom Fool. This was the 
great race of the year. This was the race that placed 
the stamp of greatness on both contestants. While 
Tom Fool won the narrowest of decisions — horse- 
men left Belmont that day with one thought — they 
had seen two great horses at their best. 


The stage was set a week earlier in the one-mile 
Metropolitan Handicap in which Tom Fool’s early 
lead was too much for the steady way in which 
*Royal Vale cut into his lead and he missed by a 
half a length. The Suburban was different. It was

at an extra quarter of a mile. Tom Fool went wing- 
ing alone in front by three lengths along the back- 
stretch. On the stretch turn *Royal Vale started 
his move. He had cut the leader’s lead to one length 
at the eighth-pole and at the finish it was down 
to a nose margin. The race was run in 2:00%, 
fastest Suburban ever run, except for Whisk Broom 
II’s disputed record. The two horses went separate 
ways after that and did not meet again. *Royal 
Vale raced another year and his foals will start 
racing in 1958, a year later than Tom Fool’s first. 


All in all, *Royal Vale won $278,433 in England 
and America. He won in new record or near record 
times at distances from six furlongs to 11% miles, 
won on all sorts of tracks.

Now he has 17 
head, all 2- and 3-year-olds of 1958, except 
for Find and Crash Dive. 


Bill doesn’t think size in a horse is g 
true indication of its  weight-carrying 
ability, and he cites Loser Weeper. a big 
horse which couldn’t carry weight well, 
and Bed of Roses. a small one which 
could. 

He prefers jogging in preparing horses, 
“It involves more muscles and is better 
for legging up than a slow gallop, | 
think. Galloping helps the muscies, of 
course, but it helps the wind more. Na- 
tive Dancer jogged a lot. After he was 
fired in the fall as a 2-year-old, he'd jog 
for a while, gallop, then jog some more.” 

Bill owns no horses now and doesn’t 
believe a private trainer should. “If | 
had a public stable I certainly would, for 
that’s one of the advantages of such an 
operation.” 


Coming around the walking ring at Santa Anita Park are 3 of Alfred Vander- 
bilt’s 2-year-olds — Whirling Dervish, colt by *Mahmoud—Puff of Smoke; Jail- 
bird, colt by Occupy—Slave Bracelet; and Ever So Humble, filly by Stone Age— 
Grass Shack. The Vanderbilt stable this year has 19 registered 2-year-olds 
(see page 279), 9 colts, 10 fillies. Five of them are by Native Dancer.

The Santa Anita Handicap, Derby, Maturity, and San Juan Capistrano, notable $100,000 races, 
have been won by outstanding horses from both East and West, but ON TRUST, winner of 
the Santa Anita Derby and sire of Trackmaster, winner of the Maturity, is the only winner of 
one of these races to sire a winner of one of them. On Trust also was 2nd in the Handicap 
and in the Maturity (giving winner 12 lbs.). The Capistrano, for 3-year-olds and up, was not 
run in On Trust's 3 and 4-year-old years. On Trust, son of Alibhai, is one of the world’s out- 
standing representatives of the Hyperion line.
